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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowance of 
claims 1-8 is indicated because none of the prior art of record teaches an apparatus for 
evaporative cooling having a vacuum chamber comprising a second chamber 
concentrically surrounding a first chamber, the first chamber having an upper part located 
inside the vacuum chamber and a lower part located beneath the vacuum chamber and 
extending downwards below a bottom wall of the vacuum chamber so that the length of 
the lower part below the bottom wall is at least the same as the length of the upper part 
inside the vacuum chamber, and a coolant conduit positioned inside the lower part of the 
first chamber for delivering coolant. Including the conduit inside the lower part of the 
first chamber serves the benefit of preventing splash of coolant outside of the first 
chamber into the second chamber and furthermore prevents significant temperature 
influence on the boundary between the first and second chambers.
